This section was visited by a terrif- 
ic wind and rain storm yesterday 
morning between the hours of two 
and three o'clock. When it first com- 
menced raining there was a perfect 
lnlL and it appeared as though there 
was scarcely a breath of air stirring, 
when suddenly and without warning 
a fearful gale burst upon the city, 

,ujig from the Northwest Trees 
were twisted off in its path, but no 
special damage was done to buildings 
until the Deaf and Dumb Institution 
was reached. There it seemed to 
gather all its forces for one mighty 
effort to annihilate the structure and 
scatter it broad cast over the land. 

The Wickham Bros had the west

Lawson, who had the 
contract under them for the carpenter 
work, was progressing finely.
